Antioch Police arrest Grass i Q ^ e Lofus 
armed, wanted ex-con 



A call from a New Hampshire police 
department led to the apprehension and the 
arrest, by the Antioch Police Dept. of ,an ex-' 
convictfwanted on several felony charges.. 

The Merrimac, New Hampshire, Police 
Dept. informed Lt. Tom Fisher of the An- 
tioch Police Dept., that a. 16-year-old 
runaway from New Hampshire had called 
them from a phone booth jn Antioch because 
he was frightened and in trouble. 



Fisher and Officer Ron Roth found the 
frightened teen in a phone booth near An- 
tioch Auto Parts on Rte. 173. 

The youth told the police that he arid a 15- 
year-old boy had left New Hampshire in the 
company of Philip Jones, 33, from Fox Lake. 

The youth said that Jones had forced the 
two boys into sexual acts at gun point in a 
motel in Pennsylvania. He then took the 
> policemen to a. room at the Sunset Motel 
where they found the 15-year-qld. Jones had 
left the motel. 

The police went, to the Squire Restaurant 
nearby and asked if a man of Jones' descrip- 
tion, wearing. a black leather jacket, had 
been there. They were told he. had made a 
phone call for a cab from the restaurant. 

A check with the cab company showed a 
record: of the call but he had not been picked 
up yet. 

The police were searching the school buses 
parked behind the restaurant when the 10- 
year-old said he thought that a man, dressed 
in a heavy sweater with a scarf around his 
head, leaving the rear of the restaurant, was 
-Jones. ■ , . ' . . 

The squad followed Jones, who was on foot" 
with both" hands in'his pockets, down Rte.,83. 
Jn the area of the Sequoit Apartments, 
Fishey'and^Rotlrstoppcd the-squad,^drew- 
their guns and repeatedly told the man-to lay 
face forward on/ the ground, hands and feet 
apart. 

When the man finally followed these orders 



the police found a loaded, cocked, nine' 
millimeter automatic pistol in his pocket, 
holding 13 bullets, plus another 13 bullet 
cartridge. 

The man, later identified as Jones, said he 
did not fire at the police because the 
driveway he was standing in was icy and he 
knew it would be hard to run to get away. 

Jones admitted the sexual assault on the 
boys in Pennsylvania under questioning, also 
~a~ Sunday, Feb. 5 armed robbery of a gas 
station in Wheeling, another armed robbery 
of a gas station in Arlington Heights, and an 
armed robbery in Pennsylvania, which the 
police could not verify. 

Jones,' who attempted an escape from a 
Florida prism chain gang and is wanted for 
parole violattyn, was^chapged by the Antioch 
Police with unlawful use of a weapon, being a 
felon in possession of fire arms. 

Jones is being held in Lake County jail un- 
der $50,000 bond on that charge and $75,000 
bond on a warrant from Wheeling for armed 
robbery. 

.While Jones was being questioned by nine 
police agencies at the Antioch Police Dept., 
he asked to call the Fox Lake Police Dept.. 

He told Fox Lake Police Chief Robert Trin- 
.ski that there were two pipe bombs in the 
home of his parents in Fox Lake thai he was 
afraid would explode. 

Jones had -reportedly planned to use the 
bombs for retribution against two men he 
had had altercations with in McHenry. 

Trinski and Fox Lake Det, Sgt. Jim Busch 
-found two, eight inch long pipe bombs, filled 
. with black powder, fused and ready to go, in 

Jones' parents' home. 
Trinski defused the bombs' on •.. th e 

premises* , * .~ 

Other charges: are expected to bo filed 
against Jones who has spent 18 of his 33 years 
in prison.

With the ballot for .this year's election on 
March 20 already set, it is too late to get a 
referendum of any kind on it to be acted on 
by this July.

legal entanglements' 
block Chain referendum

■ A series of "frustrating 
legal entanglements" have 
resulted in the postponement 
of a referendum to form the 
proposed Chain 0' 
Lakes— Fox River Water- 
way Management Agency. 

State Sen, Jack Schaeffer 
(R-Cary), author of the 
legislation that provided for* 
the referendum, and if ap- 
proved, subsequent for- 
mation of the agency, said 
the delay will probably not 
affect the ultimate affective 
date of the agency. 
.„ Voters in portions of Lake 
"and "McHenry counties ad-~ 
jacent to the Chain were to 
vote March 20 on the for- 
mation of the new agency 
and then, if approved, electa 
board for the agency at the 
November general election. 

Schaeffer said he will be 
introducing an amendment 
to the law, allowing the 
referendum an d election of 
the board to be held on 
November. 

Schaeffer explained that 
the problem with the 
legislation was that the law 
was to go into affect July 1. 
"Although it was reviewed 
by legal staff and no one saw 
any problems with it, it was 
later determined that you 
can't mandate a primary in 
March with a law that takes 
affect on July 1," said 
Schaeffer. 



Schaeffer said that Senate 
President Phil Rock (D-Oak 
Park) and senate leadership 
could have pushed 
legislation through to 
eiimiftate the problem. "I 
truthfully had some 
lingering hope that we could 
salvage it this week, but ap- 
parently they have some 
things they^fant to delay un- 
til after the primary elec- 
tion, so they've pushed 
everything to the back bur- 



ner." 
\ "I'm. a 



little frustrated at 
this point," Schaeffer said. 
"With $250,000 in legal talent 
you'd think we'd be able to 
avoidthings like this:" — L ^~ 

The senator said that the 
Chain O'Lakes— Fox River 
Commission met and has 
pretty much agreed that 
legislation will be introduced 
to amend the law to provide 
for presentation of the 
referendum and election of 
the board at the same time, 
next N ovem ber. ._ 

"We've had 
getting a 



a hard time 
quorum, but I'll 
talk to some of the other 
members. It (the proposed 
agency) would still be viable 
for the 1985 boating season if 
approved in November," 
said Schaeffer. 

Schaeffer said he was 
aware of opposition being 
presented "by Pete Jakstas 
at the Mineola (Marina, Fox 
Lake) and some of the 
others. Maybe this will give 



us a chance to see if they can 
propose any alternatives. 
My gut feeling is that they're 
just against everything," 
Schaeffer said. 

If the referendum is ap- 
proved, it would allow for the 
creation of an agency that 
would not have the power to 
impose taxes, but would 
have the power to charge 
user fees for recreational 
and commercial users of the 
Chain-Fox River waterway 
from the Wisconsin State 
Line to the Algonquin dam. 

A seven member board 
would oversee the actions of 
- the agencyrwith three-mem- 
bers from McHenry County 
and three from Lake, with 
the chairman elected at- 
large., 

Under the present formula 
for the agency, at least 75 
percent of the user fees 
would have to be spent- on 
projects designed to improve 
the - waterWay~and "adjacent" 
areas, with the remaining 
monies alloted for ad- 
minis tra tion of the a gency . 

Those voting • on the 
question would be residents 
of Antioch, Wauconda and 
Grant townships, portions of 
Lake Villa, Avon and Cuba in 
Lake County, and residents 
of Burton township and por- 
tions of Nunda, McHenry 
and Algonquin townships in 
McHenry County.

Can you really believe in Santa's non- 
existence when people_in Canada walk away 
with $11 million, tax free, after buying a 
single lottery ticket? 

The latest "winning" craze is flowing hot 
and heavy through the hands of the U. S. Post 
Office, all imitations of the Reader's Digest 
Sweepstakes. 

Within the last month, I. have personally 
received 25 communiques offering me the 
"chance to win thousands in cash and gifts, 
most probably completely legitimate, or at 
least walking legalities' tight rope border, 
knowing Uncle Sam's scrutinity of this type 
of operation. 

Now of course the law says that no pur- 
chase can-be made a.necessity in a sweep- 
stake's offering. J 

But do you get the feeling that those entries 
that are not attached to the "by the way" 
purchase" are somehow put in a separate 
-pile? 

And has anyone ever met Mrs. L. K. from 
Kookamunga , Cal. ? 

Once my son wanted to allow one million 
people to be involved in making "a poor boy 
into a millionaire" by simply donating one 
dollar a piece to that worthy cause. * 



Of course he" was never allowed to im- 
plement this brainstorm, but with this sud- 
den influx of prize-giving mail, he's been 
giving me those, "It's your fault I'm still a 
working stiff," looks. 

The legitmate offers are really big 
business, especially if they are done

I ha cLuJxiend. .whG_biL on _a jiLojiogrlmed 
pen offer. He was told he was eligible for 
several prices from a video, recorder on 
down. 

. He purchased the pens, paying more than 
he usually would have for thai type of thing. 
He received the pens and a huge box con- 
1 tabling his prize, six Frisbees. 

Again I'm not saying which or hbw.many of 
these offers are legitimate. It would 
probably be impossible for the post office to 
keep track of all of them. 

I do know that there is "free" money 
available to small businesses because I. have 
a friend who has gotten some of.it. 

He.read a small ad in a business magazine ' 
that said there was money available to fur- 
ther small businesses he tried for it and got 
$1,800 for his business. 

The way this operation worked, members 
must pay $100 per year annual dues. This 
particular club has a list of 5,000 members, 
all paying $100 per year. This means the club 
"Kasindefinitepresenlrannualincomeof bne^* 
half of a million dollars. 

Each month the club DOES give $10[000 out 
to the members accompanied by a letter 
which clearly states that this is not a loan 
and the recipient is not legally responsible 
for repayment. 

> But never having won at cards, or on the 
horses and once losing in a raffle where I 
bought 10 out of the 20 tickets that were sold, 
-I guess I tend to look a gift horse square in 
the old oral cavity, — ' yet, I am debating 
about that offer of a free plane ticket costing 
$400 for a purchase of $250. 

If you see this trusting old bagliitchhiking 
between Denver and Los Angeles, you'll 
know that a free luch might be possible, but 
free rides aren't.
